Although the figures above show that the library continues to 
make good use of the Bookmobile provided by the State Library, 
many new volumes were added to the permanent collections on its 
shelves. The junior non-fiction section has been augmented by many 
new titles chosen in cooperation with the school, to provide supple- 
mentary resource material for the stepped-up curriculum. A number 
of beautiful and useful nature books have been purchased with me- 
morial funds. These help to give Lyme Library an unusually fine col- 
lection for reference and enjoyment in the field of nature. Purchases 
for adults have included titles from the best seller lists as well as 
those of more lasting value, which were chosen as outstanding books 
of the year. Reference books in the field of history and literature 
and new abridged dictionaries for the Town Library and Lyme Center 
Branch have been acquired. 


The Town Library has been kept open all day Wednesday to 
accommodate the school program which has been carried on very suc- 
cessfully with the invaluable assistance of many volunteers. In addi- 
tion to charging out books to pupils and supplying classrooms with 
special book collections, Mrs. Ruth Uline, librarian for the upper 
grades, instructed classes in the use of the library facilities. The library 
has also been used for study periods which included instruction in 
the use of reference materials. 


A special reading program was held during the summer for ele- 
mentary and pre-school pupils. A poster, designed in the school art 
classes, was duplicated by the school and given to each child. These 
were decorated with a bird sticker for each book read and posted in 
the library entry. Lists of books read were kept for each individual 
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to be presented to teachers and parents in the fall. This program 
quite successfully eliminated the “summer slump” for those children 
who were able to get to the library and participate. A similar program 
is planned for next summer. 


The Lyme Center Branch has had an increase in circulation of 
345 over last year, which is amazing since it was only open 50 hours 
during the year. Recently better lights have been installed, 4 folding 
chairs have been purchased and an atlas, a butternut table and a 
bookcase given in memory of Miss Beatrice Buse, who started the 
Branch. The table was one which Miss Buse had made. 


The assistance given to the library by interested citizens, to the 
school program, in the form of gift books, magazines and records, in 
time spent in cataloguing, marking, mending, and choosing books 
for purchase, attending meetings and planning programs, is a most 
important factor in the accomplishment of good library service for 
the entire Lyme community. For this and the generous support of 
the town, the trustees are grateful.

ANNUAL REPORT 
1963 


The Recreation Committee is responsible for the development 
and maintenance of a swimming program at Chase’s Beach on Post 
Pond, running a series of band concerts during the summer, a series 
of square dances during the winter, and coordinating the Ford Sayre 
Ski Program for the children of Lyme. 


During 1963 at Post Pond, a bath house was built and the road 
and parking lot improved. A lot more land’ was cleared, harrowed 
and seeded, most of which is for the baseball field which we hope to 
have soon. More dock was added. Two lifeguards, trained with 
money received from the Hanover Chapter of the Red Cross, were 
hired full-time to teach swimming and to patrol the beach. Seventy- 
six children registered for the July session of instruction, and sixty- 
three for the August session. A picnic was held at the end of the 
summer at which thirty-eight children received awards and promotions. 


The band concerts, as usual, with McClure’s Band from Littleton, 
were successful. 


The Ford Sayre Program this winter has fifty-three students en- 
rolled, and eight volunteer teachers. The committee lacquered and 
repaired 43 pairs of skiis, all of which are rented at a very nominal 
fee to the students. A special square dance with Neil Barden calling 
was held in the fall to help defray the expenses of this program. 


The Square Dances are being held in the Church Hall Wednes- 
day nights. George Smith is the caller with music provided by Roger 
Pushee’s_ band. 


The committee wishes to take this opportunity to thank all 
the citizens of Lyme for their continuing generous cooperation, but 
especially Dr. George R. Taylor and Mrs. Ross McIntyre for their 
work on the ski program, and Mrs. Vivian Piper for her able chair- 
manship of the Square Dances.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


I present herein my report for 1963, my tenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools in Lyme. 


One of the several significant events effecting Lyme was the ap- 
pointment of Dr. William G. Zimmerman, Jr. as Assistant Superinten- 
dent of Schools for Lyme and Hanover and as Superintendent of 
Schools of Norwich. We were most fortunate in securing his services. 
Both as a person and as an educator, he is eminently well-fitted for 
the position. He began work on July 1, 1963, and has already made 
significant contributions, and particularly in the curricular aspects 
of the work. 


I am absolutely confident that this Supervisory Union must have, 
in addition to the superintendent of schools, an assistant superinten- 
dent or a business administrator. I speak from experience when I 
say that it is an utter impossibility for one person to do justice to 
each the administrative, the supervisory, and the curricular aspects 
of the schools of the several school districts. For 1964-65, the super- 
intendent will have the Lyme, the Orford, the Hanover, the Dresden, 
and the Norwich School Districts. The administrative aspects of the 
work must be taken care of, the other aspects are bound to suffer 
unless the superintendent has an able assistant. I cannot urge too 
strongly the employment. of such a person. 


NEW PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Daniel A. McAllister, Jr., who has been principal of the Lyme 
school since September 1960, resigned effective October 28, 1963, to 
accept a position in Massachusetts that offered both financial and pro- 
fessional advancement. I want to pay tribute to Mr. McAllister and 
express appreciation for the very real contribution that he made while 
in the Lyme school. 


Mr. John W. Ellis, Jr. became principal on October 28, 1963. 
In the short time that he has been in Lyme, he has demonstrated 
that this selection was a wise one. I think that we can feel confident 
that he will do excellent work both as a teacher and as principal. 


THE LYME PROJECT 


One of the most significant events of the year has been the com- 
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pletion of the arrangements for the Lyme Project. The Project has 
been explained to the people of Lyme through press releases and in 
other ways. It will have a very real impact on Lyme and on the Lyme 
school, and certainly an impact that will be beneficial. Several aspects 
of the Project are already being worked upon or are under way. As 
mentioned, in one of the publicity releases, Dr. Lester R. Wheeler, 
is already at work as a special consultant in reading. The Project, 
which is experimental, will also have an impact on the surrounding 
area and in other parts of the country. Lyme has just reason to feel 
proud that it is to have this opportunity. 


MODERN MATHEMATICS 


As I mentioned in last year’s report, the Modern Mathematics 
Program is being introduced into the Lyme school. The teachers have 
shown commendable zeal working as individuals and as a group, last 
year with the help of Mr. Prevost, and this year with the help of 
Mr. Osgood, in acquainting themselves with Modern Mathematics 
and introducing it to their pupils. The study and work must continue, 
but significant strides forward have already been made. 


TEST RESULTS 


The test results from the test given in the spring of the school 
year 1962-63 show marked improvement. There is, unquestionably, 
room for further improvement, as there is in any school. I am confi- 
dant that with the help of the Lyme Project and with the work that 
the teachers, Mr. Ellis, and Dr. Zimmerman are doing, that there 
will be steady improvement. 


CONCLUSION 


This is my final report as superintendent of schools in Lyme. 
I want to express sincere appreciation to the members of the School 
Board, both past and present, to the people of the community, and 
to the faculty, for the support, help and cooperation that they have 
given. I am sure that the same spirit will be shown to my successor, 
and that under his leadership, the Lyme schools will go forward to an 
even brighter future and to even greater service to the community 
and its boys and girls.

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REPORT OF THE 
LYME SCHOOL BOARD 


1963 


This has been a good year. It was good, not so much because of 
what was done, but more because of what the Lyme School and the 
Town have started to do. Very likely no revolution in education will 
result from this effort of ours, but we are coming closer to the difficult 
objective of giving each child the opportunity to fully develop all of 
his own educational potential, within the framework of a primary 
school education. 


Years of hard work remain, but at least a few of the tough 
hurdles are behind us. Departmentalization has succeeded better than 
we had hoped for. The Lyme Project has made it possible to intro- 
duce newer and different educational materials, thus making the regu- 
lar program much more effective. A more detailed statement on the 
Lyme Project follows this report. The addition of the New Math and 
the very recent Lyme Project financed new Reading Program have 
added great strength to the basic curriculum. Our teachers are respond- 
ing to the challenge and are now all engaged in study outside of school 
or in special “teachers” study groups at the Lyme School. Teachers’ 
salaries are improving markedly and they will be at or close to sched- 
uled levels in all grades in 1964-65 as currently budgeted in the Bud- 
get Committee approved budget. 


Important areas about which something must be done immediatly 
are: (1) more effective student work groupings in individual subject 
areas in lower grades — each student must be individually stimulated 
to achieve his best potential, and (2) an effective and stimulating 
music and art program — the students should learn to enjoy not 
only intellectual activity but artistic and manual skills as well. 


A new item is in this year’s budget, an anticipated receipt of in- 
come from the Sweepstakes and an offsetting contingency appropria- 
tion for an art and music program and for textbooks. If we receive 
the predicted sum of money from this source, then the contingency 
program for art, etc. will be undertaken. If there is no money, there 
will be no program. This item has no effect on the local tax rate. 


If we should receive this amount of money from the State, it 
will help to give us a very important part of our overall school pro- 
gram. The fact that this program must be set up on a contingency 
basis points up one of the basic weaknesses in the Sweepstakes as an 
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aid to education, that is, it is a highly unpredictable source of income 
and further, its uncertain yield bears no relationship whatsoever to 
real educational needs. The Board earnestly hopes that a more de- 
pendable source of revenue such as some form of a broad-based tax, 
will be used by the State in the near future, to help us to continue to 
finance this type of desirable educational program. 


Among all of the recent developments, the most heartening to 
your School Board has been the very real increase in interest shown 
by parents and townspeople in the School and its educational activities. 
The School belongs to everyone and all are not only invited but have 
a right to participate in school affairs. Our thanks to all of you for 
your help in beginning to lay the foundation for a fine educational 
program for our youngsters. 


Last but not least, our special thanks go to those staff members 
who are leaving us at the end of this year after many years of devoted 
service, Arthur Pierce, our superintendent, Charlotte Perkins, our 
fourth grade teacher and Dorothy Messier, our sixth grade teacher.

REPORT ON THE LYME PROJECT 


The Lyme Project has been in the planning stages for over three 
years and will require approximately three years to complete. 


The purposes of the program are to raise the educational and 
cultural sights of our school children and to show other rural com- 
munities how this is possible, even on limited budgets. 


The project is being entirely financed through foundation grants 
and donations and will cost in the vicinity of $15,000.00. 


One of the exciting features about such a program is the amount 
of hidden talent that has been developed in similar urban projects. 
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A unique feature of the project is that through community ef- 
forts to implement the project it becomes, in essence, a community 
project. 


The appointment of Dr. William G. Zimmerman, Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, as Director of The Lyme Project has been 
a significant step in implementing the program this year. Dr. Zimmer- 
man, working with Dr. Lester Wheeler, noted reading specialist, has 
started a revised reading program for the Lyme schools that could 
become one of the most comprehensive reading programs for an ele- 
mentary school in the entire area. 


Mr. J. William Ellis, Lyme principal, has been appointed Admin- 
istrative Coordinator within the school and is currently working with 
our staff in preliminary testing and a thorough study of our present 
school curriculum. 


It is expected that one of the most beneficial results of The Lyme 
Project will be a revision of our school curriculum, with particular 
emphasis in areas in which we have been noticeably weak. 


Enabling the School Board to receive advance grants from sup- 
porting foundations were the generous efforts made by both the Lyme 
P.T.A. and the Utility Club, which have contributed over $655.00 to 
the project. 


Plans for a varied and extensive cultural arts program were be- 
gun when almost the entire student body was able to view a theater 
arts production of “Pinnochio” at the Hopkins Center. 


Under the supervision of Board Representative, Leo W. Estes, 
the cultural arts phase of the project will be extended to all students 
wishing to take part in it. 


This is the one phase of the project in which community in- 
volvement can be widespread, making the Lyme Project, truly, a 
community talent search.
